a  bi-weekly. 

Over  the  years,  the  A&T  Reg- 
ister has  attempted  to  serve  as  the 
eyes  and  ears  of  the  University. 
This  year,  as  we  celebrate  our  1 00th 
year  anniversary,  we  will  continue 
to  uphold  the  motto  that  the  paper 
was  given  at  its  beginning,  "Com- 
plete Awareness  for  Complete 
Commitment." 

We  appreciate  100  years  of 
Aggie  support  and  as  we  begin  a 
new  century,  we  pledge  to  con- 
tinue to  provide  you  with  the  best 
and  most  interesting  newspaper  we

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Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 


The  Reverend  Doctor  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr  was  a  man  of  destiny  who 
changed  the  course  of  history  and  whose 
leadership  still  speaks  clearly  to  the  con- 
science ot  mankind  He  lived  a  life  of  love 
and  peace  and  he  gave  up  his  life  for 
lustice. 

Dr.  King,  born  January  15,  1929  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  received  his  elementary 
and  secondary  education  m  the  public 
schools  of  Atlanta  He  graduated  from 
Morehouse  College  in  Atlanta  in  1948  (at 
the  age  of  19)  with  a  bachelor  of  arts 
degree. 

Dr.  King  became  the  first  black  person 
to  be  elected  president  of  the  student 
body  of  Crozer  Theological  Seminary  in 
Chester,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
graduated  first  in  his  class  of  1 951 .  While 
at  Crozer  he  did  further  study  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  He  pursued 
a  doctoral  program  in  systematic  tneology 
at  Boston  University,  earning  his  doctor 
of  philosophy  degree  in  1955 

Dr.  King  was  thrust  into  tne  contem- 
porary nonviolent  movement  when,  on 
December  1 ,  1955,  a  black  woman,  Mrs. 
Rosa  Parks,  refused  to  give  up  her  seat 
to  a  white  man  on  a  city  bus  in  Mon- 
tgomery, Alabama.  Dr.  King  led  the 
381 -day  Montgomery  bus  boycott  which 
began  with  the  arrest  of  Mrs.  Parks.  For 
more  than  a  year,  the  black  community 
of  50.000  persons  refused  to  ride  the 
buses  The  boycott  did  no;  end  until  the 
buses  were  desegregated  by  order  of  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court 

Following  the  Monlgomery  bus  boycott, 
black  leaaers  trom  across  the  south  came 
together  in  a  series  ot  meetings  in  early 
1957.  Out  ot  those  meetings  the  Southern 
Christian  Leadership  Conference  was  of- 
ficially founded  in  February,  1957. 

SCLC  thus  became  the  organization 
through  which  Dr.  King  worked  Its  task 
was  no  less  than  revolutionary;  to  liberate 
the  black  psyche  from  white  racism,  to 
gam  for  black  people  control  over  their 
own  lives  and  destiny,  to  regain  the  right 
to  vote  and  political  power  and  to  put  an 
end  to  the  system  of  legal  segregation  in 
the  south 

From  1955  to  1968  there  came  the  sit- 


ins  the    freedom    rides  the 

founding  ot  the  Student  Nonviolent  Coor- 
dinating Committee  and  literally 
hundreds  ot  local  movements  The  march 
on  Washington  in  1963  when  Dr.  King 
delivered  his  most  famous  oration,  "I 
Have  a  Dream,"  before  250,000 
demonstrators  and  a  national  lelevison 
audience  The  Birmingham  move- 
ment organized  by  SCLC  in  1963  and  its 
direct  result,  an  end  to  legal  segregation 
through  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  The  Selma  movement  which 
regained  the  right  to  vote  for  black 
Americans  through  the  Voting  Rights  Act 
of  1955  and  the  awarding  of  the 
1964  Nobel  Prize  for  Peace  to  Dr  King, 
the  third  black  man,  twelfth  American  and 
youngest  person  ever  to  win  the  prize 

Dr.  King  was  assassinated  April  4,  1968 
while  preparing  for  the  Poor  Peoples 
Campaign  in  Memphis.  Tennessee.  As 
Dr.  King  said  on  so  many  occasions,  "It 
IS  not  how  long  a  man  lives,  but  how 
well."

EXPERIENCE: 

While  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Dr.  McNair  performed  some  of  the  earliest  development  of 
chemical  HF/DF  and  high-pressure  CO  lasers.  His  later  experiments  and  theoretical  analysis  on  the  interaction 
of  intense  CO^  laser  radiation  with  molecular  gases  provided  new  understandings  and  applications  for  highly  excited 
polyatomic  molecules. 

In  1975,  he  studied  laser  physics  with  many  authorities  in  the  field  at  E'cole  D'ete  Theorique  de  Physique,  Les 
Houches,  France.  He  published  several  papers  in  the  areas  of  lasers  and  molecular  spectroscopy  and  gave  many 
presentatior«  in  the  United  States  and  abroad. 

Following  graduation  from  MIT  in  1976,  he  became  a  staff  physicist  with  Hughes  Research  Laboratories  in  Malibu, 
California.  His  assignments  included  the  development  of  lasers  for  isotope  separation  and  photochemistry  utilizing 
non-linear  interactions  in  low-temperature  liquids  and  optical  pumping  techniques.  He  also  conducted  research 
on  electro-optic  laser  modulation  for  satellite-to-satellite  space  communications,  the  construction  of  ultra-fast  in- 
frared detectors,  ultraviolet  atmospheric  remote  sensing,  and  the  scientific  foundations  of  the  martial  arts.
